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CHALLENGES  & STRATEGIES  FOR  THE  1990S: 


Tackling  the  National  Enrollment  Decline 
in  Partnership  with  Alumnae  and  Parents 


The  Demographic  Drop  or 
"Baby  Bust" 

The  long-predicted  drop  in  the 
number  of  high  school  graduates 
across  the  country  has  made 
itself  felt  through  a sharp  dip  in  appli- 
cations for  September  1990  at  most  of 
the  nation's  colleges.  The  demographic 
decline  is  projected  to  produce  a 23% 
drop  in  high  school  graduates  nation- 
ally, the  percentage  reaching  almost 
50%  in  the  Northeast. 

These  are  chilling  facts,  especially 
when  college  openings  remain  the 
same.  As  the  accompanying  graph 
demonstrates,  the  high  of  the  late  1980s 
dips  to  a low  in  the  mid-1990s.  Num- 
bers then  climb  slowly  to  earlier  levels, 
but  they  reflect  a higher  percentage  of 
public  school  students,  minority  stu- 
dents and  students  in  lower  socio- 
economic groups. 

Implications  for  Pine  Manor 

What  does  this  mean  for  Pine  Manor 
College?  As  a women's  college,  our 
market  pool  already  stands  at  a tiny 
2%  of  all  college-bound  students.  The 
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recent  moves  to  co-education  by 
Wheaton,  Goucher,  and  Colby-Sawyer, 
with  Mills  College  giving  it  serious 
consideration,  reflect  the  difficulty  of 
attracting  sufficient  numbers  of  qual- 
ified young  women. 

Thus,  it  is  imperative  to  find  strate- 
gies to  retain  our  share  of  a smaller 
national  pool  while  maintaining  our 
important  international  population. 
This  will  be  no  mean  feat,  especially  as 
a single-sex  college.  However,  our 


broad-based  national  and  international 
constituency  is  encouraging,  for 
regional  colleges  in  the  Northeast  will 
probably  be  the  hardest  hit.  An  added 
advantage  is  our  small  size,  which 
permits  a very  personal  approach  to 
recruiting,  truly  reflecting  the  special 
character  of  the  College. 

Strategies  for  Success 

For  some  years.  Pine  Manor  has  been 
implementing  creative  plans  for 
actively  maintaining  enrollment. 

Financial  Aid  Outreach 
Financial  aid  will  become  an  increas- 
ingly important  factor  in  the  college 
choices  made  by  prospective  students 
and  their  parents.  More  minority  stu- 
dents and  students  from  lower  socio- 
economic groups  will  enter  the  market 
from  the  mid-1990s  onward.  Also,  the 
number  of  middle  income  families 
eligible  for  financial  aid  will  grow, 
especially  when  more  than  one  child 
attends  private  school  or  college.  Tui- 
tions, too,  will  continue  to  rise  since 
colleges  are  labor-intensive  and  face 
uncontrollable  utility  costs. 

We  are  working  hard  on  three  fronts. 
We  are  "marketing"  financial  aid  to 
middle  income  families,  who  often 
assume  they  are  ineligible.  We  have 
prepared  a series  of  financial  case 
studies  for  a range  of  financial 
circumstances  and  are  working  to 
educate  prospective  parents  about 
their  eligibility. 

We  are  striving  to  build  endowment 
to  support  scholarships  for  qualified 
applicants.  To  succeed  in  our  enroll- 
ment goals,  we  must  be  competitive 
with  other  colleges  in  the  financial  aid 
we  offer,  for  the  financial  aid  package  is 
a deciding  factor  in  choosing  a college. 
The  new  tradition  of  establishing  an 
endowed  scholarship  which  will  cover 
half  of  tuition,  inaugurated  by  the  Class 
of  1939,  is  an  immensely  valuable  one. 

It  enables  the  College  to  publicize  its 
programs  and  to  attract  a number  of 
applicants  while  giving  one  particular 
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student  special  access  to  the  College. 
(See  profile  on  p.  5.) 

Finally,  we  are  building  contacts  and 
visibility  within  the  greater  Boston 
area  to  increase  minority  enrollments. 
Collaboration  with  the  Metropolitan 
Council  for  Educational  Opportunity 
(METCO)  has  introduced  many  minor- 
ity students  to  the  concept  of  attending 
college.  An  annual  METCO  Day  brings 
high  school  counselors  and  minority 
students  to  campus  for  a day  of  classes 
and  workshops.  As  a result,  some 
METCO  students  have  enrolled  at  the 
College  and  more  have  applied. 

Reaching  Out  to  Guidance  Counselors 
People  often  remark  that  the  real  Pine 
Manor  is  a well-kept  secret.  The  Col- 
lege is  not  always  known  to  high 
school  guidance  counselors,  despite 
our  extensive  recruitment  travels.  Just 
as  often,  it  is  "misknown."  This  past 
year,  a pilot  program,  underwritten  by 
trustees  of  the  College,  brought  coun- 
selors from  key  schools,  cities  and 
states  to  spend  two  days  on  campus 
discovering  the  real  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege. The  results  were  overwhelmingly 
successful.  Counselors  were  amazed 
by  the  quality  and  caliber  of  what 
they  saw. 

Next  year,  this  campus  visit  program 
will  be  expanded.  Funding  was  the  key 
to  the  project,  and  we  will  need  new 
sponsors  in  the  years  to  come.  I hope 
many  of  you  will  consider  sponsoring  a 
guidance  counselor  from  your  area  in 
addition  to  your  annual  gift.  Such 
support  is  a vital  type  of  "Annual 
Giving  Plus." 

Personal  Contact  with  Prospective 
Students  and  Parents 
The  real  Pine  Manor  is  best  communi- 
cated by  those  who  know  it.  Under  the 
direction  of  Karen  Levins  79,  we  have 
a network  of  alumnae  and  parent  call- 
ers who  are  in  touch  with  prospective 
students  and  parents  at  crucial  times 
during  the  admissions  process.  Alum- 
nae and  parents  also  host  small  gather- 
ings throughout  the  country  so  that 
applicants  can  meet  each  other  and 
meet  current  students  or  recent 
graduates. 

Personal  testimonials  play  a vital 
part  in  marketing  the  College.  All  too 
often,  a student  or  her  parents  assume 
that  bigger  is  better,  unaware  of  the 


amazing  results  that  personal  attention 
consistently  fosters.  Our  outreach 
extends  abroad:  international  students 
write  applicants  in  their  native  lan- 
guages, and  international  alumnae  call 
them.  These  contacts  also  provide  us 
with  basic  market  research.  Why  do 
students  choose,  or  not  choose.  Pine 
Manor?  Who  influences  the  decision? 
What  are  the  College's  appeals?  Its 
negatives?  Needless  to  say,  more 
volunteers  are  needed  everywhere. 

Tools  for  Outreach 

The  vast  majority  of  our  students  live 
over  100  miles  from  the  College.  Ideally, 
we  would  like  to  bring  every  applicant 
here,  but  we  need  to  convey  a sense 
of  the  campus  to  those  unable  to  visit. 
Our  video  is  outdated,  and  we  are 
discussing  a new  one.  Again,  funding  is 
key  to  developing  such  a marketing 
tooL 

We  plan  to  hire  a recent  graduate  in 
California  as  a part-time  field  repre- 
sentative to  visit  schools  our  admis- 
sions staff  cannot  cover  in  that  distant 
state.  We  are  seeking  ways  to  receive 
invaluable  local  media  coverage  in 
every  state  in  the  country.  We  must 
place  the  name  of  the  College  and  its 
graduates  before  the  public.  Alumnae 
with  media  connections  are  urgently 
requested  to  volunteer  their  help. 

Target  Markets 

We  cannot  do  everything,  and  be 
everywhere,  alas.  We  have,  however, 
established  a group  of  10  target  mar- 
kets where  we  will  do  increased  travel, 
sponsor  guidance  counselor  visits, 
concentrate  on  alumnae  and  parent 
contacts,  host  events,  and  try  for  media 
coverage.  We  invite  everyone  to  help  in 
this  effort  in  our  1990-91  markets: 
Southern  California,  Florida,  Iowa, 
Illinois,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri, 
New  York  City,  Puerto  Rico  and 
Washington,  D.C. 

Reversing  the  Stereotypes  of 
Women's  Colleges 

Negative  stereotypes  of  women's  col- 
lege graduates  abound.  Events  this 
spring  at  Mills  College  underscored  the 
painful  reality  that  not  enough  young 
women  consider  women's  colleges,  let 
alone  apply  to  them.  The  proven  track 
record  of  women's  college  graduates 
is  offset  by  an  entrenched  mindset 


against  the  very  institutions  they 
attended.  We  need  to  convince  the 
average  17-year-old  high  school  stu- 
dent that  attending  a women's  college 
doesn't  mean  forgoing  men,  embracing 
feminist  doctrine  and  isolating  herself 
from  the  real  world  in  order  to  expand 
her  options  in  the  world  beyond  col- 
lege. On  the  contrary,  women's  colleges 
prove  to  be  good  places  to  meet  men, 
provide  a wide  range  of  role  models, 
and  offer  excellent  internship  ex- 
periences which  lead  to  fine  job 
opportunities. 

Pine  Manor's  Class  of  1990 — pri- 
marily average  students  as  freshmen— 
have  achieved  incredible  results  after 
four  years  at  this  women's  college. 

To  date,  graduate  school  acceptances 
include  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill,  University  of  Arizona, 
Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  Sim- 
mons School  of  Social  Work,  Boston 
University  School  of  Social  Work  and 
the  University  of  Detroit  Law  School. 
Employment  offers  have  come  from 
Mademoiselle  magazine;  Atlanta's  Cable 
News  Network;  New  York  designer 
Adrienne  Vittadini;  Boston  architectural 
firm  Perry,  Dean,  Rogers  & Partners; 
the  Central  Middlesex  Association  for 
Retarded  Citizens;  The  Talbots;  Welles- 
ley's Charles  River  Hospital;  and  the 
Daily  News  of  Paris,  Texas.  We  must  put 
these  results  before  a larger  audience  as 
well  as  project  an  accurate  picture  of  a 
Pine  Manor  College  education. 

An  Alumnae/Parent  Partnership 

A very  difficult  decade  lies  ahead  for 
almost  all  colleges.  The  nation's  most 
prestigious  and  competitive  colleges, 
and  those  with  large  endowments — 
usually  one  and  the  same — will  be  the 
least  affected  by  the  declining  student 
pool.  However,  I believe  Pine  Manor  is 
in  a good  position  to  hold  its  own  in  a 
declining  market.  Our  campus  is  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  nation;  it  is 
located  in  a suburb  of  an  historic  and 
culturally  rich  city,  and  surrounded  by 
over  50  other  institutions  of  higher 
education.  Our  facilities,  including  the 
Annenberg  Library  and  Communi- 
cations Center  and  the  newly  reno- 
vated Dane  Science  Building,  are 
outstanding  and  include  access  to 
extensive  computer  facilities.  Our  fac- 
ulty are  gifted  teachers  with  a growing 
record  of  scholarship.  Our  graduates 
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have  a wonderful  record  of  achieve- 
ment, one  closely  related  to  our  history 
as  a college  for  women. 

Alumnae  and  parents,  past  and  pres- 
ent, have  been  loyal  and  generous  in 
their  support.  We  will  need  your  sup- 


port more  than  ever  during  the  chal- 
lenging period  ahead.  If  alumnae  and 
parents  will  continue  to  build  our  en- 
dowment, maintain  annual  support, 
and  provide  the  invaluable  man-and- 
woman-power  to  assist  a sophisticated 


admissions  operation  in  giving  the  Col- 
lege increased  visibility,  credibility  and 
outreach,  we  can  continue  to  provide  a 
truly  effective  education  for  women  for 
years  to  come.  A

Jennie,  a resident  of  Englewood, 
Colorado,  was  encouraged  to  apply  to 
Pine  Manor  by  Roseanne  Parker 
Ridgely  '63.  Jennie  has  worked  with 
children  by  volunteering  for  the  Special 
Olympics  and  coaching  junior  high 
school  girls  at  volleyball  camp.  She  also 
works  part-time  at  a day  care  facility. 

In  a letter  of  thanks  to  the  Class  of 
1939,  Jennie  expressed  gratitude  and 
a sense  of  honor.  She  added,  "Thank 
you  for  supporting  my  lifelong  goal  to 
become  a teacher.  I know  that,  with 
this  scholarship,  I will  be  able  to  meet 
the  challenges  to  come  in  my  educa- 
tion at  Pine  Manor  with  great  achieve- 
ment." In  a separate  note,  Jennie's 
parents  wrote,  "We  have  always  felt 
that  Jennie  is  a truly  special  individual 
who  will  make  a great  contribution  to 
the  world  around  her.

Jennie's  intention  to  make  a differ- 
ence in  her  chosen  career  emerged 
clearly  in  her  essay  for  the  selection 
committee.  In  it,  she  imagined  winning 


the  Teacher  of  the  Year  award,  15  years 
hence.  Her  desire  to  motivate  all  stu- 
dents to  become  "active  learners," 
regardless  of  their  abilities,  and  her 
understanding  that  "learning  is  unique 
for  each  individual,  and  attitude  and 
self-image  can  interfere  with,  or  en- 
hance, learning"  auger  well  for  her 
success  as  a teacher. 

Two  runners-up  were  also  named. 
Kimberlee  Young  of  Shrewsbury, 
Massachusetts,  and  Sheila  Kelly  of 
Brewster,  New  York,  each  received  $500 
grants  towards  their  Pine  Manor  tui- 
tion. Kimberlee  was  active  in  the  labo- 
ratory school  at  her  high  school,  taught 
physical  education  in  local  elementary 
schools  and  worked  with  disabled 
campers.  Sheila,  a nationally  ranked 
Irish  Step  Dancer,  has  been  a camp 
counselor,  taught  dance  and  cheer- 
leading, and  has  had  extensive  experi- 
ence caring  for  young  children.

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The  Origins  of  Sailors' 
Valentines

Sailors'  Valentines  date  from  the 
late  18th  and  early  19th  century 
during  the  China  Trade  period 
when  ships  sailed  the  seas  from 
America  and  Europe  to  trade 
with  China  for  elegant  porce- 
lains, art  objects,  silks,  spices  and 
other  items.  Sailors  were  at  sea 
for  many  months  on  trading  and 
whaling  ships.  A last  port  of  call 
was  Barbados.  One  theory  about 
the  origin  of  Sailors'  Valentines 
is  that,  in  Barbados,  sailors 
bought  souvenir  shell  mosaics 
set  in  octagonal  frames  of 
mahogany,  bearing  messages 
such  as  "Remember  the  Giver," 
"Forget-Me-Not,"  "Home 
Again,"  and  "Love  the  Giver" 
spelled  out  in  shells  by  the 
natives.  Some  of  the  original 
works  were  made  in  pairs  and 
hinged  together  for  easy  travel, 
but  usually  they  have  single 
frames. 

Some  people  believe  that 
sailors  collected  the  shells  and 
made  the  Valentines  aboard  ship. 
Such  intricate  work  would  have 
been  difficult  at  sea,  and  there  is 
more  evidence  to  support  the 
former  idea.  Whatever  their 
origin.  Sailors'  Valentines  have 
become  very  rare  and  can  be 
found  only  occasionally  in 
antique  shops  or  at  auction. 

In  recent  years,  the  craft  has 
been  revived. 


Art  from  the  Sea

When  she  was  in  her  teens, 

Ann  Treadway  Schutt  began 
collecting  shells  with  her 
mother  in  Florida.  Inspired  by  and 
with  some  instruction  from  the  late 
Helen  Coolidge  Woodring,  she  has 
been  creating  shell  pictures  and  Sailors' 
Valentines  since  1974. 

At  first,  Ann's  efforts  went  to  family 
and  friends.  However,  in  1983,  she 
began  exhibiting  her  work  and  won 
best  in  show  at  the  Naples,  Florida, 
Shell  Show  in  1986.  Since  then,  her  art 
has  been  shown  at  the  Philadelphia 
Maritime  Museum  twice,  Philadelphia 
Shell  Club,  Drexel  Institute,  Naples 
Yacht  Club,  The  Gallery  in  Centreville, 
Delaware,  and  Philadelphia  Academy 


of  Natural  Science.  In  August  1990, 
it  was  displayed  at  the  Cahoon 
Museum  of  American  Art  in  Cotuit, 
Massachusetts. 

"It's  like  balancing  peas  on  a knife," 
says  Ann  of  the  painstaking  process  of 
creation.  One  work  requires  several 
weeks.  Ann  finds  shells  that  are  small 
as  well  as  colorful  the  most  useful.  The 
pink  rose  petal  and  Tellin  shells  are 
among  Ann's  choices  as  are  various 
snails  and  mussels  in  tones  of  blue  and 
green.  Tiny  green  Nerites  from  the 
Philippines  and  scallops  of  all  sorts  are 
other  favorites. 

Ann  usually  exhibits  with  two  close 
friends,  artists  who  are  also  very  inter- 
ested in  this  form  of  shell  art.  Although

some  artists  follow  the  style  of  the 
early  Valentines,  Ann  notes  that  she 
and  her  friends  have  developed  their 
own  approach  to  the  use  of  shells, 
employing  their  sense  of  color  and 
design.  The  result  is  usually  more 
imaginative  and  sophisticated  than 
those  early  gifts  of  sailors  to  their 
sweethearts.  Ann  describes  her  own 
style  as  a "happy  meld  between  old 
and  new,"  adding,  "I  think  I have  a 
tendency  toward  the  traditional." 
Perhaps  this  preference  explains  her 
talent  for  restoring  antique  shell  work 
to  its  former  glory. 

Obtaining  shells,  which  are  imported 
from  all  over  the  world  for  these  color- 
ful mosaics,  is  becoming  more  difficult. 
"They  are  increasingly  expensive  and 
scarce,"  laments  Ann,  "largely  due  to 
thoughtless  collecting  of  live  shells  plus 
'Red  Tides'  which  are  lethal  to  much 
of  our  sea  life."  Most  of  Ann's  shells 
were  self-collected  or  belonged  to  her 
mother.  In  recent  years,  she  also  bene- 
fited from  the  purchase  of  a large  col- 
lection of  shells. 

Using  a pick  and  shovel,  Ann  has 
also  collected  fossil  shells  in  Florida,  17 
miles  inland  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 
Most  are  from  the  Pliocene  period,  11 
million  years  ago,  before  the  age  of 
man.  They  surfaced  during  dredging 
for  roadbed  material,  and  Ann  col- 
lected them  from  quarry  mounds 
before  they  were  crushed.  Since  then.

the  area  has  been  closed  for  public 
safety.  Ann  hopes  to  use  some  of  these 
rare  shells  in  one  of  her  pictures 
someday. 

Ann  finds  her  shell  art  a wonderful 
new  hobby  since  her  gardening  has 
become,  by  necessity,  less  active.  She 
is  also  happy  to  be  able  to  share  her 
work  with  others  through  her  exhibits. 
It  delights  her  that  so  much  of  her 
work  has  found  a new  home  with 
someone  else  who  has  admired  what 
she  does.  "Shells  inspire  endless  ideas, 
and  I hope  to  continue  with  this  art 
form  for  many  years  to  come," 
she  says.

Doubts  Doubly  Resolved

I grew  up  believing  that  part  of  the 
natural  course  of  life  was  being 
married  and  having  children.  I 
took  the  latter  belief,  in  particular,  for 
granted  until  it  did  not  occur.  Although 
I came  rather  late  in  life  to  the  desire  to 
have  children,  1 never  thought  it  would 
be  difficult.  However,  as  months  went 
by,  I became  more  and  more  frustrated. 
I grew  depressed  as  I noticed  what 
seemed  to  be  an  inordinate  number  of 
pregnant  women  on  the  streets  of  New 
York  City  and  an  increase  in  children's 
clothing  stores — all  eventually  com- 
pounding the  resentment  and  anger  I 
felt  for  any  pregnant  woman. 

Since  my  "biological  clock"  was  tick- 
ing, I consulted  a specialist  in  infertility 
problems.  My  late  husband,  Arthur, 
and  I learned  that  the  problem — 
blockage  in  the  Fallopian  tubes — was 
mine.  An  attempt  was  made  at  surgical 
correction,  and  we  again  proceeded  on 
the  normal  course.  However,  the 
desired  result  eluded  us.  My  doctor 
suggested  an  in  intro  fertilization 
program  although  he  warned  us  of  the 
low  rate  of  success.  Undaunted,  we 
were  determined  to  try. 

At  the  same  time,  however,  I began 
to  think  about  adoption.  I spent  weeks 
questioning  my  ability  to  accept  an 
adopted  child.  Could  1 love  a child  that 
wasn't  biologically  mine?  What  if  ill- 
nesses of  unknown  origin  cropped  up? 
What  if  the  child  developed  learning 
disabilities?  How  would  I feel  if  the 
child  sought  out  its  biological  parents? 
Would  I be  subjected  to  feelings  of 
rejection? 

Although  I could  not  answer  the 
questions,  I felt  I should  make  the 
difficult  decision  about  adoption  first. 
My  husband  had  been  previously 
married  and  had  two  biological  chil- 
dren. He  knew  I desperately  wanted 
children,  and  I needed  to  be  sure  that 
adoption  was  right  for  me  before  I 
broached  the  subject  with  him.  (I  was 
also  exploring  the  possibility  of  a sur- 
rogate mother  with  a close  friend — a 
notion  my  husband  later  rejected.) 

I was  fortunate  to  proceed  with  both 
in  vitro  fertilization  and  adoption.  I real-

ized  that  adoption  might  be  lengthy 
and  I might  be  lucky  enough  to  be- 
come pregnant  in  the  meantime.  It 
took  some  pressure  off  to  explore  more 
than  one  opportunity. 

We  began  by  visiting  a well-known 
New  York  agency.  There,  we  learned  of 
some  common  potential  barriers:  our 
ages — mine,  37,  and  my  husband's,  47, 
and  our  two  different  religions.  As  we 
explored  agencies,  I wrote  letters  to 
everyone  I knew,  investigating  private 
adoption.  I learned  of  a Chicago  agency 
from  three  friends.  Being  a believer  in 
numbers — three — I contacted  it.  My 
first  inquiries  concerned  age  and 
religion.  We  were  told  they  were  not 
a problem.

Since  all  agencies  indicated  that 
fewer  than  40  healthy  white  babies 
were  placed  a year,  I realized  our 
chances  were  limited.  We  also  tried 
private  placement,  which  can  be 
pursued  in  two  ways:  find  a lawyer 
who  can  place  a child,  or  advertise  in 


newspapers  and  work  with  lawyers 
qualified  to  help  screen  the  natural 
mother  and  handle  the  legal  work. 
Unfortunately,  this  route  yielded 
unsatisfactory  results.  In  fact,  I was 
ambivalent  about  it,  feeling  more 
secure  with  an  agency. 

We  applied  to  the  Chicago  agency 
and  were  told  to  expect  a social 
worker's  interview.  Months  seemed  to 
go  by  until  she  arrived  on  a hot  sum- 
mer's day  in  June  1985.  As  I faced  a 
two-hour  interview,  I was  very  con- 
cerned about  the  questions — I really 
don't  recall  why.  As  I remember,  the 
interviewer  covered  such  topics  as 
values,  religion  (particularly  since  we 
represented  two),  significant  family 
remembrances,  our  relationships  with 
family,  how  we  planned  to  bring  up  a 
child  in  New  York  City  (I  feared  this 
would  be  another  barrier),  whether  I 
would  continue  to  work  and  whether 
we  wanted  a girl  or  a boy. 

The  last  question  proved  to  have 
interesting  implications.  My  answer 
was  that  I wanted  a healthy  baby. 

My  husband's  response  was  that  he 
wanted  a girl  and  I wanted  a boy. 
"Would  you  be  interested  in  twins?" 
inquired  the  social  worker. 

I gulped.  "Sure,  why  not?"  returned 
my  husband. 

Months  went  by.  I discussed  private 
adoption  with  a New  York  attorney. 

In  March  1986,  he  called  me  about  a 
possible  placement.  With  much  appre- 
hension, I turned  down  this  oppor- 
tunity because  of  illness  in  my  family.  I 
feared  I might  not  have  a chance  again. 
However,  I asked  him  to  be  frank 
about  whether  he  would  ever  call 
again.  He  said  that  he  would. 

Early  one  Monday  morning,  three 
weeks  later,  my  office  telephone  rang. 
The  Chicago  agency  was  pleased  to  tell 
me  that  twins  were  available!  I took  a 
deep  breath,  seated  myself,  and  wrote 
down  the  details  about  a boy  and  girl 
born  on  March  13  and  some  back- 
ground on  their  birth  mother.  I asked 
every  question  which  came  to  mind 
and  learned  the  agency  expected  a 
response  within  24  hours. 
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Since  my  husband  was  constantly 
on  the  road,  I immediately  placed  a call 
to  his  business  answering  machine. 
Within  20  minutes,  he  was  on  the 
phone.  I told  him  the  news,  described 
my  initial  reactions  and  wondered 
aloud  how  1 would  manage  it  all.  He 
responded,  "Go  for  it." 

My  next  reaction  was  to  speak  to 
others  who  had  raised  twins.  I needed 
to  hear  what  I faced  in  raising  two  chil- 
dren at  the  same  time  "straight  from 
the  horse's  mouth."  Finally,  armed  with 
the  name  of  a New  York  nanny  agency, 
I called  Chicago  with  my  affirmative 
response. 

In  the  second  week  of  April,  a week 
before  my  40th  birthday,  we  traveled  to 
Chicago  to  pick  up  the  children.  There 
was  quite  an  entourage  leaving  New 
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Michael  and  Melissa  Goetz 

Mitchell  '71  welcomed  their 
infant  daughter  India  Grace  to 
the  family  in  1987.  They  had  had  some 
fertility  testing  and  made  some  inqui- 
ries into  adoption  when  they  received 
a call  that  made  these  pursuits  unnec- 
essary. Melissa's  aunt  and  uncle  had  a 
friend  who  told  them  of  India's  birth 
mother.  They  thought  immediately  of 
the  interracial  couple  when  they  heard 
of  the  available  baby  girl  who  had  a 
black  father  and  a white  mother. 

The  decision  to  adopt  India  was  an 
easy  one,  Melissa  says.  Melissa  had 
grown  up  with  a loved  cousin  who  had 
been  adopted  in  infancy;  Michael,  who 
had  been  previously  married  and 
adopted  two  older  children,  was  eager 
for  a baby  who  would  begin  her  family 
memories  without  the  "excess 
baggage"  of  previous  emotional 
experiences. 

"We  had  three  days  to  prepare  for 
India's  arrival,"  says  Melissa.  "We  man- 
aged to  turn  the  guest  room  into  a 
nursery,  purchase  a layette  supple- 
mented by  lots  of  borrowed  baby 
clothes  from  good  friends,  and  have 
everything  ready  for  her  except  a crib. 
That  came  a few  days  later!" 

Awaiting  the  Mitchells  was  an 
exceptionally  alert  two-month-old, 
who  held  her  head  up  well  and  studied 
them  curiously.  "When  we  met,  I had 


York  that  semi-spring  morning,  includ- 
ing a baby  nurse  with  all  required 
accoutrements  and  a lawyer.  In  my 
mind  were  all  the  questions  I had 
posed  about  adopting  children, 
accompanied  by  my  feeling  that  my 
desire  to  be  a mother  would  overcome 
my  concerns. 

When  Elizabeth  and  Andrew  were 
placed  in  our  arms,  my  worries  and 
all  my  anger  and  resentment  at  those 
pregnant  women  and  baby  stores 
melted  away.  The  reality  was  that  I was 
not  only  the  mother  of  one  child,  but 
the  mother  of  two,  and  a boy  and  a girl 
at  that — instant  family! 

As  spring  progressed  and  we  strolled 
outside,  some  other  remarkable  things 
happened.  People  looked  at  me  and 
told  me  how  wonderful  I looked  for

India  placed  in  Michael's  arms  because 
I wanted  the  two  of  them  to  begin 
bonding,"  remembers  Melissa.  "I  didn't 
know  it,  but  it  was  instant  love  for 
Michael  when  he  saw  those  big  eyes 
and  that  bald  head.  The  next  day,  he 
told  the  adoption  lawyer,  'That  baby  is 
a darling!'  He  felt  immediately  that  she 
was  ours." 

"At  first  I couldn't  really  believe  she 
was  with  us  to  stay,"  she  continues. 

"I  felt  as  if  I was  babysitting,  perhaps 
because  I had  worked  in  child  care.  But 


having  just  given  birth  to  twins. 
(Naturally,  I gloated  about  that.)  Others 
said  how  much  the  children  looked  like 
my  husband  and  me.  These  events 
helped  to  reaffirm  that  we  had  made 
the  right  decision  in  adopting  these 
wonderful  children. 

Few  women  understand  the  pain 
that  a childless  woman  experiences. 

I believe  the  joy  I have  felt  with 
Elizabeth  and  Andrew  over  the  last 
four  years,  as  I have  seen  them  grow 
from  tiny  babies  to  little  people,  is  no 
different  from  the  joy  a natural  mother 
feels.  Of  course,  I will  never  know,  but 
having  spent  hours  with  friends  who 
are  natural  mothers,  I think  we  all  feel 
alike.  We  are  all  mothers  and  all  par- 
ents, no  matter  what  the  genesis  of 
our  children.  A

it  took  less  than  a week  for  reality  to 
set  in.  It  didn't  take  long  for  the  smell 
of  'nursery'  to  become  part  of  our 
home's  atmosphere.  And  India  still 
needed  to  be  fed  at  11  pm  and  3 am, 
so  we  almost  earned  our  birth  parent 
stripes!  We  were  lucky  that  she  was  a 
very  logical  baby:  she  never  cried  with- 
out a reason." 

"This  adoption  required  that  some 
things  be  done  in  'reverse  order,'" 
explains  Melissa.  "While  the  legal 
requirements  of  private  adoption,  such 
as  termination  of  parental  rights,  were 
taken  care  of  immediately,  agencies, 
home  studies  and  social  workers  came 
after  India  was  already  with  us."  With- 
out the  lengthy  waiting  that  precedes 
many  adoptions,  the  Mitchells  say  they 
did  not  find  the  legalities  arduous.  In 
fact,  Melissa  recalls  being  a little  upset 
that  a social  worker  gave  their  home  a 
cursory  tour,  only  glancing  into  India's 
bedroom  and  saying,  " This  is  just 
fine." 

"Of  course,  I wouldn't  have  been 
happy  if  she'd  had  objections,  either," 
she  recalls,  "but  it  was  shortly  after  the 
death  of  a child  in  New  York  City  who 
had  'slipped  through  the  cracks'  in  the 
system.  I felt  as  if  surface  appearance 
played  too  great  a role.  We  certainly 
did  have  the  requisite  number  of  meet- 
ings with  social  workers — separate 
interviews  to  distinguish  any  disagree-

merits  or  problems.  We  called  it  'the 
divide  and  conquer'  technique." 

Melissa  and  Michael  believe  that 
they  are  well-equipped  to  parent  a 
biracial  child  since  they  reflect  her 
own  parentage.  They  find  Brookline  a 
diverse  community  with  a good  num- 
ber of  racially  mixed  children  in  its 
public  schools.  They  belong  to  a sup- 
portive church.  "I  really  felt  relaxed 
when  India  was  baptized,"  says 
Melissa.  "Her  birth  mother  had  given 
her  a different  name,  and  she  seemed 
most  truly  ours  when  she  received  the 
one  we  had  chosen  for  her.  I was  more 
anxious  to  have  that  happen  than  to 
have  the  final  adoption  documents  in 
my  hand." 

Melissa  has  saved  all  the  papers 
connected  with  India's  adoption  for  her 
to  see  when  she  is  older.  "She's  known 
from  the  beginning  that  she  was 
adopted,"  she  says.  "From  babyhood 
we've  told  her  how  happy  Mommy 
and  Daddy  were  when  she  came  to 
live  with  us.  Last  winter  she  asked, 
'Where  did  you  get  me?'  and  I told  her

the  town  where  her  great-aunt  and 
uncle  live." 

"One  thing  that's  really  helped  is  the 
'India  Adoption  Book' — a small  photo 
album  put  together  by  my  friend  Liz," 
adds  Melissa.  "It  has  pictures  of  my 
shopping  for  India's  layette,  holding 
a big  basket  of  Liz's  son's  'unisex' 
clothes,  and  packing  India's  suitcase  to 
go  get  her.  The  last  picture  is  India 
being  held  by  me  with  Michael  hold- 
ing our  cat,  Ming.  Since  India  was  11 
months  old,  this  book  has  been  inval- 


uable in  telling  her  adoption  story. 
We're  on  the  second  cover;  she  wore 
the  first  one  out!" 

Should  India  want  to  contact  her 
birth  parents,  Melissa  is  not  sure  it  will 
be  possible.  "I  could  tell  her  where  her 
birth  grandmother  lives,"  she  says, 
"but  her  birth  mother  is  no  longer  in 
the  country.  Hopefully,  India  will 
always  be  secure  with  us  as  her 
parents,  but  we'll  always  do  our  best 
to  be  honest  about  her  adoption.''^ 


A Family  Becomes  Whole

My  seven-month-old  plays 

happily  at  my  feet  while  my 
three-year-old  naps.  My  three 
olcier  children  are  not  yet  home  from 
school.  I have  a few  unusual  moments 
of  calm  and  think  back  19  years...  to 
when  all  I dreamed  about  was  a baby 
of  my  own.  Now  here  I am,  having  just 
turned  40,  with  five  children!  A busy 
life  like  mine  is  not  unusual,  but  the 
way  our  family  came  together  is. 

When  my  husband.  Bob,  and  I mar- 
ried in  1971,  we  were  excited  about 
having  children.  During  our  first  two 
years  of  marriage,  Bob's  father  died 
unexpectedly  at  50,  and  my  mother 
succumbed  to  cancer  at  57.  We  decided 


to  begin  our  family  and  were  optimistic 
that  we'd  be  parents  before  long.  How- 
ever, months  and  then  a year  went  by: 
we  began  an  emotion-filled  round  of 
specialists.  Neither  Bob  nor  I wanted 
to  be  the  "problem,"  yet  loving  each 
other,  neither  of  us  wanted  the  other  to 
have  it  either.  No  one  could  pinpoint 
a reason  for  our  infertility.  We  spent 
three  frustrating  and  sometimes 
embarrassing  years  trying  to  conceive 
a baby.  Our  friends,  and  even  my 
identical  twin  sister,  became  pregnant 
and  every  month  I grew  more 
depressed. 

After  a great  deal  of  thought,  we 
summoned  the  courage  to  attend  an 


adoption  meeting  at  a local  Children's 
Home  Society.  We  were  horrified  to 
hear  that  2,000  couples  had  applied  for 
200  babies  in  North  Carolina  that  year. 
We  had  thought  that  the  difficult  part 
would  be  making  up  our  minds! 
Adopting  a newborn,  healthy,  white 
infant  would  be  a lengthy  process.  Staff 
members  tried  to  convince  our  group 
to  adopt  older  children,  who  desper- 
ately needed  good  homes.  However, 
we  wanted  a baby  this  time.  But  the 
seed  of  an  alternative  was  planted. 

After  a long  wait,  we  were  overjoyed 
to  become  the  parents  of  an  adorable 
baby  girl.  We  fell  in  love  with  Janet 
Ashley  instantly  and  remain  her 
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devoted  fans.  Never  once  did  we  think 
of  her  as  someone  else's  child,  but  we 
were  open  about  her  adoption  and 
talked  about  her  young  birth  mother 
with  love. 

When  Janny  was  three,  we  decided 
to  adopt  again.  This  time,  we  agreed  to 
an  older  child,  but  one  younger  than 
Janny.  We  wanted  her  to  be  the  oldest 
in  our  family.  After  three  more  long 
years,  we  welcomed  three  and  five- 
year-old  brothers  into  our  home.  The 
adoption  agency  would  not  separate 
them.  We  were  furnished  a fairly 
extensive  background  indicating 
neglect,  but  luckily,  not  a great  deal  of 
abuse.  In  other  words,  to  sheltered 
parents  like  Bob  and  me,  the  boys  had 
had  a terrible  childhood;  to  adoption 
workers  who  had  seen  much  suffering, 
Robert  and  Michael  were  in  great 
psychological  shape.  They  had  lived  in

seven  homes  and  desperately  wanted 
a permanent  one  with  a mommy  and 
daddy. 

Imagine  the  changes  which  occur- 
red. To  expand  a family  from  one  child 
to  three  in  a week  is  taxing.  But  these 
boys  had  received  no  schooling  and 
no  discipline.  They  ignored  authority 
figures.  The  three-year-old  would  have 
two  years  of  intensive  speech  therapy, 
and  both  boys  and  our  family  would 
need  counseling  and  a great  deal  of 
patience,  determination  and  love  to 
forge  this  group  of  people  into  a family. 

Many  of  our  friends  (and  others,  too) 
have  asked  why  we  disrupted  our 
happy  little  family  to  add  two  small 
strangers.  I wondered  during  the  most 
difficult  times  myself!  But  we  had  an 
idealistic  dream  that  enough  love, 
perseverence  and  faith  would  work. 
And  they  have.  Our  sons  are  12  and  14,

bright  and  well-behaved  children.  They 
attend  the  same  private  school  as  their 
sister  and  fit  right  in.  We  have  had 
rough  times,  and  I will  admit  that, 
while  I love  them,  it  is  not  in  the  same 
way  as  I love  Janny.  As  their  mother, 

I was  unable  to  bond  with  them  in 
the  same  way.  They  came  to  me  very 
independent,  not  needing  me  as  new- 
borns do.  When  I tried  to  hold  and 
comfort  Michael,  he  shrugged  away. 
The  older  Robert  was  tense,  but  acted 


loving  on  the  surface.  It  took  several 
years  before  the  boys  felt  comfortable 
and  believed  they  were  home  for  good. 

Janny  accepted  her  brothers  readily, 
and  never  acted  as  if  she  wished  they 
would  disappear.  She,  more  than  any- 
one, taught  me  acceptance.  We  know 
our  decision  was  right  when  we  see  all 
three  children  laughing  and  sharing 
good  times. 

Bob  and  I never  tried  to  prevent 
pregnancy,  but  rarely  thought  of 
having  more  children.  We  had  been 
married  for  15  years  when,  to  our 
delight  and  amazement,  I learned  that  I 
was  pregnant!  The  three  children  were 
really  excited,  and  we  all  welcomed 
Alexander  on  March  14,  1987.  His  birth 
was  the  "glue"  which  bound  our  family 
together  in  an  unexpected  way.  You 
see,  Alex  is  truly  Robert,  Michael  and 
Janny 's  brother.  He  does  not  favor  any 
one  of  them,  but  adores  them  equally. 

When  Alex  was  22  months  old,  we 
found,  to  my  obstetrician's  and  our 
immense  shock,  that  we  were  expect- 
ing another  baby.  After  recovering  from 
the  good-natured  teasing  about  finally 
"figuring  it  out  this  time,"  I delivered 
another  wonderful  baby  boy,  Adam, 
on  September  7,  1989.  Adam  has  made 
our  family  complete.  We  rarely  discuss 
who  is  adopted  and  who  isn't.  They 
are  all  our  children  and  each  other's 
brother  or  sister.  Adam  worships  each 
member  of  the  family  as  unequivocally 
as  Alex  does.  I believe  the  two  little 
ones  have  helped  our  family  become 
whole. 

Janny  and  Robert  and  Michael  are 
teenagers  and  have  normal  concerns 
and  questions  about  their  pasts.  Bob 
and  I answer  them  and  tell  them  we 
will  support  them  if  they  want  to  find 
their  birth  parents.  At  the  moment, 
none  of  them  wants  to  do  so.  We 
believe  that  our  attachment  and  love 
for  them  will  carry  us  through  any 
search  they  might  pursue.  We  have 
been  their  parents  as  surely  as  we  have 
been  Alex  and  Adam's. 

So  many  people  tell  us  that  our 
adopted  children  are  lucky  to  have  us 
as  parents.  But  Bob  and  I always  say 
we  are  the  lucky  ones  for  having  the 
privilege  of  raising  and  loving  these 
wonderful,  healthy,  good-looking  chil- 
dren. They  have  enriched  our  lives  and 
taught  us  love,  patience  and  accept- 
ance. We  will  be  better  parents  to 
Adam  and  Alex  because  of  Janny, 
Robert  and  Michael  Nye.  4

As  a single  parent,  the  main  responsi- 
bility for  his  financial  and  emotional 
well-being  had  rested  on  my  shoul- 
ders, and  this  wasn't  something  I took 
lightly. 

I'd  been  preparing  myself  for  his 
going  off,  too.  The  need  to  nurture  is 
still  strong  within  me,  as  is  evidenced 
by  an  abundance  of  flowers  in  the  yard. 
New  involvements,  new  friends  and 
my  career  were  all  strategically 
planned  to  soften  the  blow  and  fill  the 
void  that  I believed  Brian's  leaving 
would  bring. 

Being  alone  was  something  I'd 
avoided  all  of  my  life.  I dreaded  it  and 
was  frightened  at  the  prospect  of  no 
longer  being  needed  by  anyone.  I had 
pictured  all  kinds  of  scenarios  for  this 
confrontation  with  this  new  phase  in 
my  life.  I had  visualized  myself  crying 
all  the  way  home  from  Rollins  last 
August  after  attending  the  freshman 
parents'  dinner,  but  as  I drove  away 
that  evening,  I had  a very  different 
reaction.  It  was  a feeling  of  inner  peace 
and  joy!  Joy,  I'd  done  a fine  job  with 
my  two  sons,  two  stepchildren  and  an 
ex-husband,  and  now  it  was  "my  turn" 
to  nurture  myself  for  a change. 

After  a week  of  loving  my  new 
independence,  my  only  fear  was  that 
Brian  wasn't  enjoying  his  new  life  as 
much  as  I was  mine.  His  first  phone 
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call  laid  all  worries  to  rest;  he'd  found 
his  niche,  as  well. 

As  the  months  went  on,  I realized  I 
was  still  "needed"  by  Brian,  as  1 had 
been  by  his  older  brother,  Rick.  Only 
now  it  was  in  a better  proportion  and 
on  a more  mature  level.  Greater  still 
was  the  inner  strength  and  content- 
ment I was  beginning  to  experience. 
Instead  of  loneliness,  I felt  peace; 
instead  of  a void,  I felt  fulfillment  on  a 
deeper  plane  than  I'd  ever  known.  My 
aloneness  was  a luxury  I'd  never  per- 
mitted myself.  What  I had  dreaded 
turned  out  to  be  a year  I'd  treasure;  it 
proved  so  many  things  to  me.  Brian 
and  I had  prepared  ourselves  well  and 
it  paid  off  for  both  of  us.  We  didn't 
need  to  worry  about  each  other  any 
longer. 

[Wing  the  course  of  the  year,  I felt  a 
need  to  make  peace  with  my  parents, 
and  that  took  place  during  the  spring 
for  Dad's  78th  birthday.  It  was  time  for 
the  three  of  us  to  forgive  and  get  on 
with  the  years  we  had  left.  There  had 
been  enough  tragedy  in  our  family.  We 
enjoyed  each  other  immensely,  and  a 


new  mutual  respect  was  born  to  the 
relief  of  us  all. 

My  career  was  going  strong  and  the 
height  of  my  season  was  over.  This  was 
the  time  of  year  I looked  foward  to: 
time  to  unwind,  relax  and  recharge  my 
batteries — my  favorite  time  when  I 
could  go  to  the  beach,  swim,  sail,  read, 
barbecue,  write,  and  listen  to  music 
uninterrupted  for  days  at  a time. 

Up  at  3:30  am,  I wrote  a memo  to 
my  attorney  concerning  a negotiation 
on  the  sale  of  my  own  home.  The  deal 
was  dead,  but  that  didn't  daunt  me.  I 
could  stand  on  my  own  two  feet  quite 
easily.  I hadn't  been  negotiating  from 
an  emotionally  or  financially  needy 
position,  so  I wasn't  vulnerable  to  the 
buyer's  last  minute  ploys.  He  wanted 
my  home  more  than  I wanted  to  sell  it. 
Do  such  people  equate  being  a single 
woman  with  being  an  easy  mark? 

By  6 am,  I was  on  the  road  in  my 
new  red  car,  a gift  to  myself  last  fall, 
feeling  all  the  joy  one  person  could  feel. 
I had  proven  so  many  beautiful  things 
to  myself,  had  attained  every  goal,  and 
Brian  had  done  the  same.  Today  I 
would  pick  him  up,  knowing  I'd  enjoy 
him,  but  I would  look  forward  to  my 
time  alone  next  fall. 

Welling  over  with  this  emotional 
introspection,  I saw  the  ordinary  sun- 
rise, but  the  sight  so  overwhelmed  me 
with  appreciation,  love  and  gratitude  I 
had  to  turn  my  head  quickly  as  my 
eyes  filled  with  tears.  I uttered,  "Oh, 
my  God!"  It  was  as  if  this  was  too 
much  joy  to  expect.  After  all,  those 
years  of  depression  mourning  the 
death  of  my  marriage  hadn't  prepared 
me  for  much  happiness,  and  this  was  a 
shock  to  my  system.  Laughter,  too,  had 
been  a rare  event,  but  it  was  returning, 
keener  than  ever. 

It  all  happened  so  fast,  but  has  left 
me  emotionally  charged,  the  way  a fine 
piece  of  music  can  affect  one.  I'd  come 
so  far  in  50  years.  I was  getting  a sec- 
ond chance  at  life,  and  I didn't  take  a 
minute  for  granted. 

I composed  myself,  turned  up  the 
music,  opened  the  sunroof  and  drove 
on.  It  was  time  to  share  my  summer 
with  Brian.  A 
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Drama  Comes  Alive 
in  London

I imagined  a meeting  and , 
perhaps , women  in  long 
dresses,  enjoying  a dance.  I 
thought  about  how  people 
in  history  lived  in  the  same 
places  we  live  today. 


As  I snapped  the  photo  of  our 
enthusiastic  students  on  the 
pier  at  Westminster  Abbey,  I 
knew  I was  living  a teacher's  dream. 
About  to  embark  down  the  Thames 
into  London  history  and  a 10-day 
theatre  tour,  my  colleague  Bob 
Owczarek  and  1 were  beginning  the 
most  exciting  part  of  our  1990  summer 
school  course,  "Drama  and  Theatre  in 
London."  On  campus,  we  had  studied 
London  history,  the  development  of 
drama  in  England,  and  theatre  history 
by  focusing  on  representative  plays 
from  major  eras.  Now,  keeping  daily 
journals,  our  students  would  see  class 
material  come  to  life  through  historic 
London,  the  backstage  reality  of 
theatre  performances,  and  brilliant 
drama  presented  in  distinctive  theatres. 
We  hoped  they  would  come  to  love 
drama  and  understand  its  importance 
in  contemporary  life. 

We  wanted  students  to  envision 
Shakespeare's  London  and  the 
beginnings  of  the  thriving  British 
tradition  of  dramatic  art.  The  Thames 
River  was  our  departure  point  as  we

Family  crests 
and  stained  glass  windows 
lined  the  walls,  and  I 
pictured  the  room  filled 
with  spectators  zvatching 
plays.

J left  jet  planes  and  "the  Underground" 
behind  to  be  ferried  into  London's  past. 
Historical  settings  such  as  the  Tower 
of  London  with  its  medieval  torture 
instruments  and  thick  Norman  walls, 
and  exhibits  in  the  Museum  of  London 
showed  students  important  moments 
in  history.  In  the  narrow  streets  near  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral  beyond  the  Elizabe- 
than architecture  of  High  Holborn,  we 
visited  the  sites  of  performances  of 
16th  century  drama  with  the  Guildhall. 
Visiting  Middle  Temple  Hall,  where 
Shakespeare  had  been  performed,  we 
envisioned  the  staging  of  a play 
indoors  when  the  outdoor  stage  at  the 
Globe  could  not  be  used.  Likewise,  the 
light  and  airy  Banqueting  House,  com- 
pleted by  Inigo  Jones  in  1622  and  its 
colorful  ceiling  panels  painted  later  by 
Rubens,  exemplified  settings  for  the 
visual  spectacles  of  the  court  masques. 

Filled  with  images  of  drama  in 
earlier  Londons,  we  then  saw  the  Royal 
Shakespeare  Company's  performances 
of  As  You  Like  It  and  Coriolanus  at  the 
impressive  new  Barbican  Centre.  See- 
ing Shakespeare  on  stage  in  London 
inflamed  students'  interest  in  his 
drama. 

We  spent  our  next  days  exploring 
the  London  of  the  17th  and  18th 
centuries,  recalling  the  satirical  drama 
of  Richard  Sheridan  and  the  develop- 
ing craft  of  theatre  construction.  We 
wandered  into  the  tiny  courtyard  of 
Samuel  Johnson's  house  and  had  lunch 
at  Ye  Olde  Cheshire  Cheese,  a pub 
much  like  one  where  Johnson  and 
Sheridan  would  have  passed  evenings 
discussing  drama  with  their  influential 
circle  of  writers  and  critics. 

Covent  Garden,  the  Drury  Lane 
Theatre,  and  the  "Actors'  Church"  were 
more  stops  before  we  toured  the  fascin- 
ating Theatre  Museum.  Filled  with  dis- 
plays of  such  memorabilia  as  costumes, 
playbills,  reconstructed  sets,  photos 
and  recordings  of  famous  actors,  the 
museum  excited  students  and  showed 
them  how  much  they  had  already 
learned. 

Students  also  enjoyed  the  traditional 
pleasures  of  English  culture:  walking 
tours  of  fashionable  Kensington,  where

we  stayed;  a visit  to  Hampton  Court;  a 
concert  at  St.  James'  Church;  and  tea  at 
the  elegant  Brown's  Hotel. 

As  we  began  seeing  plays  written  in 
the  more  realistic  tradition,  students 
became  more  sophisticated  in  their 
evaluations  of  productions,  theatres 
and  audiences  as  they  began  to  see  the 
relationship  between  them. 

We  shared  our  excitement  about 
Richard  Harris's  performance  in 
Pirandello's  Henry  W over  dinner  at 
The  Salisbury  Pub  in  the  theatre  dis- 
trict. A current  hit,  Shadowlands,  based 
on  C.S.  Lewis's  life,  showed  us  British 
acting  at  its  best. 

We  went  on  to  look  at  the  backstage 
reality  of  London  theatres.  We  noted 
how  the  Apollo  Victoria  had  been 
transformed  to  present  Starlight  Express 
as  we  marveled  at  our  guide's  expla- 
nation of  actor  training,  sound  control, 
and  the  ghosts  who  live  in  the  theatre. 
Students  were  enthusiastic  about  our 
tour  of  the  three  theatres  of  the 
National  Theatre  as  well.  Seeing 
theatres  designed  to  take  advantage  of 
the  elements  of  Greek  amphitheatres, 
of  Elizabethan  courtyard  inns,  and  of 
later  proscenium  arch  stages  recapitu- 
lated much  that  we  had  discussed,  as 
the  theatres  suggested  the  possibilities 
open  to  creative  directors. 

When  we  then  enjoyed  Stephen 
Sondheim's  Sunday  in  the  Park  with 
George  (about  Georges  Seurat  and  the 
process  of  artistic  creation,  in  the 
theatre  whose  backstage  we  had 
toured)  suddenly  we  could  compre- 
hend how  a dramatist's  ideas  can  be 
given  shape  by  the  visual  conception 
of  the  sets. 

Our  course  experience  etched  per- 
manent memories  for  all  of  us.  As  we 
watched  the  day-by-day  development 
in  our  students'  interest  in  and  under- 
standing of  the  exciting  and  imagi- 
native performances  bringing  drama  to 
life  in  London,  we  too  felt  enriched. 
Like  them,  we  treasured  the  intensity 
of  such  concentrated  intellectual  stim- 
ulation and  shared  learning,  and  we 
look  forward  to  teaching  the  course 
again  next  summer.  4 


The  fact  that  we  still  are 
as  impressed  by  the  plays 
which  were  written  long 
ago  as  the  people  who  first 
saw  them  means  that  the 
substance  of  human  beittgs 
doesn't  change.  In  any 
period,  drama  has  been  a 
mirror  which  reflects  us 
and  is  a teacher  about  life.

The  Actors'  Church 
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Women:  Adding  New  Dimensions 

in  the  Workplace 

an  interview  with  Nia  Lane  Chester,  Ph.D. 


Assistant  Professor  of  Psychology  Nia  Latte 
Chester ; 1990-91  Lindsey  Professor,  has 
edited  and  ccnitributed  to  a volume  entitled 
The  Experience  and  Meaning  of  Work 
in  Women's  Lives,  with  Harvard  Medical 
School's  Hildreth  Y.  Grossman.  The  pub- 
lication is  a collection  of  studies  by  13  female 
authors.  Chester  is  also  interested  in  stress 
and  coping  patterns  in  parents  and  childreti 
and  is  currently  working  with  colleagues  on  a 
book  about  the  effect  of  divorce  on  families 
with  children. 

Nia  Lane  Chester  became  a 
member  of  the  Pine  Manor 
faculty  soon  after  the  birth  of 
her  second  child.  "When  I had  my  first 
child,  I decided  to  get  my  Ph.D.,"  she 
laughs.  "If  I could  handle  the  dilemmas 
and  challenges  of  raising  a child,  I 
knew  I could  get  a Ph.D."  The  issues  of 
how  childcare  decisions  affect  women's 
work  experiences  became  an  interest  of 
Chester's  that  first  year  at  Pine  Manor, 
when  she  was  also  a Radcliffe  Research 
Scholar  investigating  the  subject  as  she 
lived  it. 

Chester  chose  Pine  Manor  partly 
because  of  its  willingness  to  accom- 
modate the  realities  of  women's  work, 
including  their  children.  She  teaches  a 
variety  of  courses,  including  Intro- 
duction to  Psychology,  Research 
Methods,  Adult  Development  and  a 
senior  seminar  in  Psychology.  She  also 
supervises  senior  interns  and  continues 
her  own  research  projects.  Now 
divorced  with  two  sons,  Caben,  14, 
and  Ian,  7,  she  still  considers  the 
College  an  unusually  adaptable 
workplace.  A copy  of  her  recent 
publication  is  inscribed  to  President 
Rosemary  Ashby  "With  many  thanks 
for  your  role  in  making  my  own 
worklife  so  rewarding." 

Chester  believes  that  the  publication 
of  The  Experience  and  Meaning  of  Work  in 
Wotnen's  Lives  "coincides  with  a new 
trend  in  research  to  reexamine  old 
assumptions  and  models  where 
women  have  not  been  included."  She 
finds  the  experience  of  work  has  been 


overly  defined  by  men.  Also  new  is  the 
inclusion  of  qualitative  research  as 
opposed  to  simply  the  empirical. 

"There  is  less  focus  on  the  'average' 
drawn  from  a large  group  of  subjects," 
Chester  says.  "There  is  more  attention 
to  the  inclusion  of  a variety  of  indi- 
vidual women's  voices,  and  this  is  a 
different  way  of  doing  research.  It 
allows  us  to  share  with  the  reader 
what  a woman  says,  and  then  what  we 
think  it  means.  This  humanizing  of 
research  is  as  important  and  exciting  to 
us  as  the  content  itself." 

"A  desire  for  a better  understanding 
of  individual  experience  motivated  us," 
Chester  continues.  "This  is  a forum 
where  people  can  get  subjective  data 
rather  than  facts,  figures  or  tables. 

Many  social  scientists,  particularly 
those  with  a feminist  orientation,  are 
becoming  interested  in  writing  this 
way." 

Past  quantitative  surveys  have 
documented  increases  in  women's 
salaries  and  their  numbers  in  the  work 
force.  "The  numbers  make  a differ- 
ence," says  Chester.  "Women  had  to 
get  beyond  the  'token  threshold'  before 
the  qualities  they  bring  to  work  experi- 
ence could  be  studied.  Next  we  need 
to  add  the  'content  dimension':  what  is 
the  same  and  what  is  different  in  men's 
and  women's  experience  of  work.  As  a

personality  psychologist,  the  impor- 
tance of  individual  characteristics  as 
well  as  the  power  of  environment  to 
affect  decisions  and  life  are  of  high 
interest  to  me." 

Research  has  shown  that  men  and 
women  work  for  basically  the  same 
reasons.  "Women  don't  work  just  to 
earn  'pin  money'  or  because  they're 
bored.  When  one  looks  at  traditional 
psychological  theory,  work  is  an  essen- 
tial expression  of  mature  behavior," 
says  Chester.  "Work  is  a valued  way  to 
express  one's  identity  as  a person.  It 
allows  us  to  find  satisfaction,  earn  a 
living,  in  short — be  a person.  It's  not 
surprising  that  men  and  women  both 
find  this  to  be  true." 

However,  the  studies  of  the  thirteen 
authors  reveal  a number  of  differences 
in  the  way  men  and  women  experi- 
ence their  work.  "To  include  women's 
experience,  society's  definition  of  work 
needs  to  be  enlarged,"  says  Chester. 
"Work  is  really  the  provision  of  goods 
and  services  as  opposed  to  leisure. 

If  we  want  to  understand  women's 
experience  of  work,  we  must  under- 
stand that  they  engage  in  what  is  work 
most  of  the  day.  And  much  of  that 
work  is  unrewarding,  undervalued, 
unpaid  and  repetitive.  If  we  could  get 
institutions  to  see  that  what  women  do 
most  of  the  time  is  work,  they  might 
be  able  to  respond  more  creatively  to 
women  in  the  conventional  workforce 
as  well  as  to  women  whose  work  is  not 
usually  viewed  as  such.  I try  to  make 
my  students  aware  that  there  is  much 
to  be  done  in  this  area." 

"There  is  very  little  responsiveness 
in  institutions,"  Chester  continues. 
"About  seven  percent  furnish  on-site 
child  care.  Part-time  work  is  devalued. 
Benefits,  seniority,  and  access  to  part- 
nership are  often  denied  the  part-time 
employee.  That  has  to  change.  In  terms 
of  productive  work,  it  might  be  better 
if  people  didn't  feel  they  had  to  com- 
promise status  at  work  or  situation  at 
home.  I'm  surprised  at  the  degree  to 
which  no  one  has  questioned  the 
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assumption  that  the  'Mommy  track'  is 
inferior  to  the  'fast  track.'  The  work- 
aholic is  not  necessarily  more  pro- 
ductive or  creative  than  the  employee 
whose  energies  are  more  balanced 
between  family  and  work.  This  is  an 
area  I'd  like  to  research  further.  I'd 
like  to  study  workplaces  with  'family 
sensitive'  policies  and  demonstrate  the 
productivity  they  encourage.  I'd  also 
like  to  investigate  whether  company 
policies  are  accepted  by  those  who 
evaluate  the  workers  who  use  them.  I 
suspect  there's  real  'attitude  work'  to 
be  done  at  managerial  levels." 

Traditional  assumptions  are  chal- 
lenged in  the  chapters  of  The  Experience 
and  Meaning  of  Work  in  Women's  Lives.  As 
the  individual  women  in  the  publica- 
tion relate  their  experiences,  it  becomes 
clear  that  they  are  less  comfortable 
than  men  when  they  exercise  power 
over  another  individual.  Handling 
power  harmoniously  does  not  mean 
women  need  assertiveness  training. 
"Working  democratically  can  be 
more  effective,"  says  Chester.  Women 
place  more  importance  on  the  quality 
of  relationships  at  work.  They  are 
deeply  concerned  about  their  children 
and  about  "doing  a good  job." 
"Compartmentalizing"  one's  roles  is 
not  necessarily  desirable,  nor  does 
the  ability  to  do  so  define  the  best 
employee,  the  book  suggests. 

One  message  emerging  from  the 
voices  of  these  female  authors  and  their 
subjects  is  that  the  fluid  nature  of  the 
boundaries  between  women's  personal 
lives  and  their  work  lives  is  a healthy 
and  effective  way  to  find  success 
in  both.

A student  at  the  PMC 
Language  Institute  (PMLI),  Yuri,  18, 
arrived  in  March  and  planned  to  take  a 
course  at  the  College's  summer  school 
before  returning  to  her  studies  at 
PMLI.  An  only  child,  Yuri  entered  the 
family's  life  enthusiastically,  accompa- 
nying Alice  to  her  elementary  school 
classes,  experiencing  a day  at  Canton 
High  School,  and  answering  everyone's 
questions  about  Japan,  first  in  writing, 
and  more  and  more  proficiently  in 
speech. 

When  Yuri  returned  to  PMC  after 
Memorial  Day,  she  discovered  she 
missed  the  Earles  and  all  the  oppor- 
tunities for  interaction  and  conversation 
living  with  them  entailed.

At  present,  she 
plans  to  stay  at  PMLI  through  Decem- 
ber and  then  return  to  Japan  to  take  an 
entrance  examination  for  university  or 
for  professional  school  to  enter  Japan 
Airlines.  Whatever  choice  she  makes, 
her  time  with  the  Earles  will  remain  a 
precious  part  of  her  experience  in  a 
foreign  land.  Perhaps  her  inscription  on 
her  Father's  Day  card  to  Charles  tells 
it  all:  "Dear  my  father  of  the  U.SA., 
Thank  you  so  much  every  day."

Alice  Tepper  Marlin 

Commencement  Speaker  Alice 
Tepper  Marlin,  president  of  the 
Council  on  Economic  Priorities, 
was  awarded  a Doctor  of  Laws  for  her 
contributions  to  the  monitoring  of  cor- 
porate integrity  and  civic  awareness. 
The  author  of  two  books  and  the  editor 
of  over  30,  Marlin  was  recognized  for 
her  role  in  helping  the  consumer  to 
look  beyond  a corporation's  advertising 
to  its  "social  record."  The  Council 
recently  announced  ten  "corporate 
conscience  awards,"  as  well  as  several 
"dishonorable  mentions"  to  the  public. 
"We  commend  you  for  raising  the 
sense  of  social  responsibility  in  our 
corporations  as  well  as  in  consumers, 
and  for  asking  us,  as  Americans,  to 
consider  more  carefully  our  priorities," 
the  citation  read  in  part. 

In  her  Commencement  Address, 
Marlin  shared  the  convictions  which 
had  motivated  her  to  leave  her  remun- 
erative Wall  Street  job  at  age  24  to  set 
up  the  Council  on  Economic  Priorities. 
Her  subject  was  singularly  appro- 
priate for  a day  which  inaugurated 
the  College's  first  endowed  chair  in 
management. 

"I'd  like  to  share  with  you  a newly 
influential  concept:  the  simple,  quiet 
activism  of  casting  your  economic  vote 
conscientiously,  an  act  which  can 
empower  us  all,"  she  began.  Decrying 
"jingles  and  graphic  images,"  which 
influence  buying  habits,  investments, 
and  career  choices.  Marlin  suggested 
alternatives  to  "select  and  manage

our  work  environment,  to  shop  and 
invest." 

She  noted  the  good  fortune  of  the 
Class  of  '90  "to  be  graduating... when 
social  activism,  responsibility  and 
empowerment  are  in  the  air... The  200 
million  people  who  took  part  in  Earth 
Day  attest  to  it.  The  crumbling  of  the 
Berlin  Wall,  Vaslav  Havel's  improbable 
walk  from  prison  to  the  Czech  Presi- 
dent's chair,  and  Nelson  Mandela's 
freedom  all  attest  to  it." 

"It's  a hopeful  and  an  exciting  time," 
Marlin  said,  while  acknowledging 
environmental  problems.  Eastern 
Europe's  ethnic  and  economic  dilem- 
mas, and  Mandela's  inability  to  vote. 
She  noted  "less  restricted  career 
options  for  today's  women  graduates... 
Because  of  these  wider  opportunities, 
your  lives  will  be  easier  and  more 
empowering  and  more  fun.  But,  in 
some  ways,  they  will  be  harder,  too." 

Marlin  cited  the  increased  need  for 
women  to  support  themselves,  and 
the  inequity  of  their  earning  70  cents 
to  each  man's  dollar.  Noting  it  was 
Mother's  Day,  she  said,  " Many  of  you 
will  be  mothers  long  before  the  first 
member  of  your  class  is  invited  to 
deliver  a commencement  address . . . 

It's  a day  to  reflect  on . . . the  position 
of  parents  and  children  in  America." 
Alluding  to  the  high  number  of 
divorces  and  single  teenage  mothers,  to 
the  average  income  of  a single  mother's 
household,  and  to  the  number  of  work- 
ing mothers,  she  added,  "For  women, 
having  it  all  has  too  often  meant 
doing  it  all." 

"We,  as  a nation,  are  woefully  in 
need  of  more  and  better  child  care," 
she  continued.  She  noted  child  care 
and  parental  leave  bills  passed  in  the 
House  and  Senate,  criticizing  the  veto 
which  threatened  them,  "denying 
Americans  the  minimal  family  support 
systems  found  in  Japan  and  nearly 
every  European  country!"  She  urged 
her  audience  to  be  heard  on  this  issue 
in  both  government  and  industry, 
citing  the  example  of  Boston's 
Stride  Rite  Company,  which  offers 
economical,  intergenerational  day  care 
to  its  employees  and  neighbors.  "As 
you  enter  the  working  world,  you  will 
find  many  ways  to  replicate  an  effort 
like  this  and  to  pioneer  a myriad  of 
others,"  she  said. 

Marlin  encouraged  Pine  Manor 
students  to  "consider  the  social  and 


environmental  consequences"  of  job 
opportunities  and  contemplate  careers 
in  public  service.  She  anticipated  their 
"tackling  complex  problems  like  the 
challenge  of  redefining  America's  post- 
cold war  role  in  the  world  or  starting 
up  a recycling  center  or  teaching  or 
righting  the  maldistribution  of  income 
that  every  year  condemns  40,000  of  the 
needy  to  die  of  malnutrition." 

Reviewing  the  C.E.P.'s  success  in 
improving  companies'  responsibility, 
she  urged,  "Check  out  the  facts  and 
hold  them  accountable,"  adding, 
"Career  choices  are  not  the  only  way  to 
tackle  problems."  She  also  suggested 
volunteering,  tithing,  investing  in 
socially  screened  funds,  charging  on 
cause-related  credit  cards,  and  buying 
from  companies  with  "superior  social 
records."  She  noted  that  "corporations 
know  that  for  every  customer  who 
bothers  to  write  and  mail  a letter,  200 
to  500  more  feel  the  same  way  and  will 
vote  silently  with  their  pocketbooks. 

As  more  and  more  shoppers  make 
informed,  socially  sound  choices,... we 
are  converting  our  shopping  carts  into 
vehicles  for  social  change." 

In  conclusion.  Marlin  said,  "What- 
ever your  best  self  wants  to  do — go  for 
it.  Because  life  is  time,  and  between 
birth  and  death,  time  is  all  there  is. 

And  time  is  all  you  can  make  it."A 


Harold  A.  McGraw,  Jr. 

Harold  A.  McGraw,  Jr.,  received 
the  degree  Doctor  of  Letters 
for  his  "leadership  in  the  world 
of  information  sharing . . . staunch 
defense  of  the  independent,  family- 
based  corporation,... concern  that 
America's  labor  force  be  a literate  one 
as  it  enters  the  next  century,  and . . . life- 
long commitment  to  personal  and  cor- 
porate integrity."  Following  his  work  at 
McGraw-Hill  Books  and  as  president  of 
McGraw-Hill,  Inc.,  where  he  directed 
that  corporation's  diversification  into 
magazines,  newsletters,  computerized 
data  services  and  economic  forecasting, 
McGraw  established  the  Business 
Council  for  Effective  Literacy  and  the 
Business  Press  Education  Foundation. 
This  past  February,  he  was  presented 
National  Literacy  Honors  from  Presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  Bush. 


In  accepting  his  degree,  McGraw 
spoke  of  his  personal  dedication  to  the 
campaign  for  literacy.  "There  are  few 
things  in  life  as  vitally  important  to 
each  one  of  us  as  individuals  and  to 
our  country  as  education  and  the 
literacy  on  which  it  is  based,"  he  said. 
He  told  graduates  that,  despite  their 
own  fine  education,  their  lives  and 
careers  would  be  deeply  affected  by 
problems  "resulting  from  today's 
serious  inadequacies  in  both  public 
education  and  literacy." 

Naming  adult  functional  illiteracy  a 
"major  social  and  economic  challenge," 
he  drew  attention  to  its  causal 
relationship  to  other  social  problems, 
such  as  drugs,  poverty  and  crime. 
Noting  growing  awareness  and  more 
involvement  from  both  private  and 
public  sectors,  he  lauded  "the  family 
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center  concept  with  its  intergenera- 
tional  approach"  as  a positive  response. 
He  expressed  his  appreciation  of 
Barbara  Bush's  support  of  literacy, 
adding,  "Her  career  as  wife  and  mother 
as  well  as  her  career  in  supporting 
literacy  over  many  years  are  much 
needed  and  valued  examples  for  us  all. 
Hopefully,  many  of  you  will  be  volun- 
teering in  this  tremendously  heart- 
warming and  personally  rewarding 
effort." 

McGraw  stressed  "the  growing 
economic  challenge  that  functional 
illiteracy  is  causing ...  close  to  30  million 
people  in  our  work  force  lack  sufficient 
ability  in  the  basic  skills  to  permit 
them  to  improve  their  opportunities  in 
this  increasingly  technological  world 
and  to  enable  their  companies  to 
improve  productivity  in  this  era  of 
global  competition.  America's  future 
social  and  economic  well-being  rests 
very  heavily  on  how  well  we  step  up 
to  these  challenges,"  he  concluded.  A

This  year's  Founder's  Day 
speaker  was  Professor  of  English 
Fred  Cabot,  recipient  of  the 
1989  Ruth  Allinger  Gibson 
'26  Teaching  Award.  Founder's 
Day  is  sponsored  by  Trustee 
Emeritus  Long  Ellis  and  Mrs. 

Ellis,  Pamela  Ellis-Simons 
'69,  Sally  Ellis  Taylor  ’ 71 , 
and  Pauline  Ellis  '76. 

Dr.  Cabot  was  introduced 
by  Dr.  Burnham  Carter, 
Josephine  Abercrombie  Pro- 
fessor of  Writing,  who  noted, 

"His  heart  lies  in  the  class- 
room, where  he  preaches  what 
he  has  exemplified  in  his  own 
career:  that  a complete  educa- 
tion, in  John  Milton's  words,  is 
'one  which  fits  us  to  perform 
justly,  skillfully,  and  magnani- 


mously all  the  offices,  both 
public  and  private'  of  this  life." 

Cabot  presented  his  listen- 
ers with  a witty  examination 
of  the  ways  in  which  the 
image  of  the  middle-aged  male 
professor  "has  been  held  up 
for  ridicule  and  amusement 
in  a series  of  literary  works 
written  during  the  years  I have 
been  learning  and  teaching." 

Using  Kingsley  Amis's  Lucky 
Jim,  David  Lodge's  Changing 
Places,  Don  DeLillo's  White 
Noise,  and  Russell  Jacoby's  The 
Last  Intellectuals:  American  Culture 
in  the  Age  of  Academe,  he  elicited 
both  delighted  laughter  and 
serious  thought  from  his 
audience. 

In  his  conclusion,  Cabot 
disagreed  with  Jacoby's  thesis 
that  "professionalization 


among  intellectuals  has  killed 
culture  in  America."  "Speaking 
of  myself,"  he  said,  "I  believe 
that  the  intellectual  has  not 
disappeared  from  the  cultural 
scene,  but  rather  has  taken  on 
a less  dramatic  but  more  vital 
role.  For  example,  what  about 
the  intellectual  transactions 
that  take  place  every  day 
between  students  and  college 
teachers  in  classrooms,  in  cor- 
ridors and  in  faculty  offices . . . 
these  transactions  aren't  very 
glamorous:  but  they  are  vital 
and  essential.  The  transmission 
of  ideas  and  values,  and  the 
development  of  culture  is  con- 
tinuing and  in  fact  expanding... 
And  as  for  my  small  role  in 
this  process  of  transmission: 
it's  a ball,  it's  wonderful  fun, 
it's  what  1 live  for."

On  Commencement  Day,  Clara 
Torrey  Clement/Rodman  R. 
Henry  Professor  of  Art  History, 
Dr.  Rodman  R.  Henry 
receded  the  following  citation 
for  his  35  years  of  teaching 
at  PMC. 


Honored  for  35  years  of  teaching 
Dr.  Rodman  R.  Henry. 


How  does  one  honor  35 
years  of  fine  teaching 
and  dedicated  service  to  the 
College  community?  Since 
Dr.  Henry  is  an  art  historian, 
we  might  try  to  delineate  his 
image  in  a series  of  portraits  of 
his  Pine  Manor  career  to  date. 

We  could  call  the  first  one, 
"Soldier  from  the  War  Return- 
ing," and  in  the  next,  his  20 
years  on  Pine  Manor's  old 
campus,  portray  the  young 
scholar-teacher,  the  serious 
face  reminiscent  of  Holbein's 
"Erasmus."  Next  we  see  him 
at  work  in  College  Hall,  sur- 
rounded by  35  mm.  slides, 
labels,  and  a carousel,  his 
concentration  reminiscent  of 
"St.  Jerome  in  his  Study"  by 
Petrus  Christus.  Here  he  is  as 
College  Marshal,  straight  out 
of  a medieval  procession,  and 
there  he  is  lecturing  to  alum- 
nae on  Boston,  the  city  he 
knows  and  loves  as  Canaletto 
did  Venice  and  Monet, 

London.  Last,  as  our  first 
endowed  professor,  we  see  him 
picnicking  with  colleagues  and 


students,  down  by  the  pond 
on  a warm  spring  day,  rather 
like  Manet's  "Dejeuner  sur 
L'Herbe,"  himself  in  the 
middle,  cigarette  in  hand. 

Several  canvases  remain,  to 
be  filled  in  as  his  career  con- 
tinues, as  teacher,  advisor, 


curator,  college  historian, 
whatever  is  needed.  For  his 
dedication  to  his  subject,  his 
students  and  his  college,  we 
honor  him  today  on  this,  his 
thirty-fifth  anniversary  at  Pine 
Manor  College.

ence.  Pine  Manor  doesn't  treat 
that  lightly;  they  make  one 
work  for  it.  But  many  colleges 
don't  give  such  credit.  I 
also  relished  the  one-on-one 
relationships  a small  college 
fosters.  1 already  felt  'related' 
to  Pine  Manor.  I had  been  stu- 
dent council  president  and 
very  active  in  student  life.  I 
decided  that  if  I believed  in 
my  school,  that's  where  I 
should  go.  And  it  wasn't  a 
mistake." 

Nancy  again  became  active 
in  student  life  on  campus.  "It's 
important  to  be  a total  partici- 
pant," she  says.  "On  class 
days,  I always  stayed  on 
campus  for  lunch,  and  used 
the  library  and  computers.  I 
took  advantage  of  the  sports 
program  and  I learned  to  run, 
something  I'd  always  hated!" 

Says  Director  of  Continuing 
Education  Jody  Cale,  "Nancy 
is  an  involved,  highly  re- 
spected member  of  the  cam- 
pus— a real  contributor.

Endowment  is  the  cushion  which  protects  against  abrupt 
economic  or  demographic  changes  and  represents  the 
financial  future  of  an  educational  institution.  If  Pine  Manor 
College  can  quadruple  its  very  new,  still  very  small,  almost-$10- 
million  endowment  in  the  next  decade,  it  can  begin  to  enjoy  the 
flexibility  and  stability  that  substantial  annual  endowment  income 
provides  many  other  colleges.
